Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: 

Examiner noted apparent typographical errors in Applicant's claims 24-27 filed 3 November 2009. Specifically, claims 
24-27 specify various claim dimensions in meters where it is believed Applicant actually intended micrometers (see 
Applicant's claims 24-27 submitted 15 April 2009). Applicant's agent questioned Examiner with regard to the Bohn 
reference (US 7,220,345). Specifically, Applicant's agent questioned whether the Office had made any decision with 
respect to potentially interfering subject matter between Applicant's claims and that of Bohn. Examiner noted that no 
conclusive determination had been made as of yet, but indicated that at least claim 19 of Bohn was potentially 
interfering with claims 1 and 13 of the instant application. Applicant's agent agreed to timely file a supplementary 
amendment making the necessary corrections to claims 24-27.
